IN THE STORES - 

I have seen the Varese CD’s (it’s definite-- there will be no record versions) for Back to the Future II 
Robocop 2, Gho9t, and Die Hard 2, as well as a cassette of Elfman's score for Dick Tracy on the Sire 
label. I have reason to believe that Total Recall and Gremlins 2 are also out. I have bought Future 13 
and Robocop 2, and both were worth it (though Future III was better) . Robocop 2 is only 3 0 minutes lone 
and the CD booklet has personal writing by Rosenman. Future III is longer, around the normal 40 minute 
mark, and has an instrumental version only of ZZ Top’s Doubleback. And. (surprise) this instrumental 
version happens to be the square dance music at the town festival. An American dealer (Star Tech) nc** 
lists che Silva screen star Trek III CD as being out, but Footlight Records has yet to see it. They ce3 
me that Silva Screen is notorious for listing projects they have in the works as 'available', and they c 
probably right. We'll have to wait on the Battle Beyond the Stars CD and 80 min. Legend CD as well. If 
anyone has seen concrete evidence of any of these being out, please tell me. Here are sane other 
soundtracks caning out: Days of Thunder--DGC r,c,cd., Arachnophobia—Hollywood Records.

If this is the problem, the next 
best thing is an audio tape (Star Tech, among others, ha9 a large listing of audio capes). Or. if you 
just want specific sections of mu9ic, you can make your own audio tape by running a line from the AUDIO 
OUT of your video machine to the AUXILLARY of your stereo system. I've done this with some Star Trek 
episodes and the parts of Honey. I Shrunk the Kids. It works great with NTSC machines, but I am 
unfamiliar with PAL machines. But, let'9 hope we can find soundtracks to the following for the following 
people: Predator (Alan Silvesti) for Michael Thompson, Looker (Jack Nitzsche), V-- The Mini Series 

(Dennis McCarthy?) and Young Guns (?) for Michelle Drayton, and Das Boot (Klaus Doldinger) for Amer

whose works Include "Batman" (which 
debuted on HBO on July 8). "Dick 
Tracy" and the upcoming "Edward 
Sclssorhands." “I live the movie. I 
dream the scenes. I'm Impossible to be 
around.** 

Elfman Is one of the most potent pop 
musicians of the past few years. His 
scores have helped characterize, among 
others. Batman. Bart Simpson and Pee- 
wee Herman. “In any movie." says the 
37-year-old composer, "there's a char¬ 
acter that I'm particularly fond of. In 
’Batman' It would be the Joker. The 
Joker was the toughest character musi¬ 
cally. not because he had a difficult 
music Identity-I had given him a kind 
of perverted waltz-but because he 
didn't have any scenes where he wasn't 
talking. I had to play the Joker more 
low-key. almost like he was hearing this 
strange waltz In his head." 

As for the theme of the Caped Cru¬ 
sader. says Elfman. "I had two ver¬ 
sions-one In a minor key and one ma¬ 
jor. One sounded a little more sad and 
the other more heroic, but it was the 
same theme.” 

Although he's one of Hollywood's 
most ln-demand composers. Elfman 
had doubts that he would be able to 
capture the dark Intensity of the
